AN OLD NOVEL IN A NEW DRESS. 
hy is very fitting to begin the “ Leisure Season Series ” of 
novels with a new edition of Miss M. G. McClelland’s 
story, “Oblivion” (Henry Holt & Co.). The limp cloth 
binding is attractive and substantial, preserving the leaves in 
good condition, while adding very little to the cost of pro- 
duction. 

As for the story, “ Oblivion,” which has been praised 
enthusiastically and often with little discrimination, one can 
sincerely give it credit for many admirable qualities. If it is 
urged that it is an imitation of Miss Murfree’s Tennessee 
mountain studies, it must also be admitted that the imitation 
ends with the choice of scene, and even in that the State line 
has been crossed into North Carolina. Mrs. Burnett can 
fairly claim to have been thé forerunner of both these writers 
in ‘The Land of the Sky,” as the readers of “ Louisiana” 
will remember.

ISS MCCLELLAND’S methods are not so ambitious 
as Miss Murfree’s.
